Members of the San Rafael 
Board of Education stepped up 
their building program by ap­ 
proving preliminary building plans 
for the Bayside Acres School on 
the Paganini site and the Sun 
Valley School addition last night.

The question of who is running 
the city of San Anselmo—the 
council or the polife chief—was 
tossed into an open meeting of 
the council last night. Before the 
furor subsided, harsh words flew 
thick and the city fathers official­ 
ly pulled out of all reciprocal 
agreements with the rest of Ma­ 
rin’s cities. 
Mayor Arthur W. Smith wasted 
no time in bringing the police 
chief-vs.-council matter into the 
open. The bone of contention was 
the familiar contractors license 
question: shall San Anselmo honor 
licenses from other Marin commu­ 
nities? 
Smith recalled tHfct the Marin 
County Council of Mayors had 
two months ago agreed to discuss 
this month whether to honor each 
other's contractor* licenses. 
He 
said he did not recall that toe San 
Anselmo council had said it would 
not honor a reciprocal agreement 
which had been, in force among 
Marin cities since the depression 
QUESTIONS CHIEF 
However, said. Smith, “It appears 
that the chief of police has taken 
it on himself that the city will not 
honor the reciprocal agreement, 
He asked. Chief Don. Wood why he 
told San Rafael that San Anselmo 
would not honor San Rafael con 
tractors licenses. 
Wood 'pointed out that City Atty. 
John Buresh had ruled the re­ 
ciprocal agreement illegal. 
“I’ve been on this council 13 
years,” Smith countered, “and the 
reciprocal agreement has been in 
force all that time. Why did you 
pick now to' enforce it (the con­ 
flicting ordinance) ?” 
Wood replied that the December 
meeting was toe first occasion 
that the reciprocal, agreement had 
been labeled illegal in an open 
meeting of the council. 
RIGHT OF CHIEF 
Turning to Buresh, Smith asked, 
“Does toe chief of police have the 
right to do this (act on his own) 
without the city council?” 
The city attorney, somewhat 
abashed by Smith’s query, replied, 
“Ever since I’ve been city attorney, 
our city ordinance has provided 
that we’ll honor reciprocal agree­ 
ments." He said, however, that no 
written agreement existed in toe 
case of the contractors licenses. 
Rather, a verbal agreement was 
reached among toe cities during 
the 1930s. 
“The chief did what he did 
through a sense of duty, not 
through a sense of being obstin­ 
ate,” Buresh said. 
This apparently failed to satis­ 
fy Smith. "Who’s running the 
city,” he asked, “the council or 
the chief of police? Are we sit­ 
ting here as a city council or 


are we sitting here at a bunch 
of stooges?” 
Ultimately, Councilman Carmel 
.Booth—who said, Tin mad about 
this discriminatory ordinance and 
I want to throw it out”—moved 
that the city withdraw from any 
reciprocal agreement with any of 
the cities in Marin. 
The motion passed, 3-2, wTith 
Smith and Councilman George 
Washburn dissenting. Council­ 
man Kenneth Ball cautioned his 
fellow councilmefl to tread care­ 
fully the path of anti-reciprocity. 
Marin cities, he said, should at­ 
tempt to become closely knit com­ 
munities, not separate entities go­ 
ing their deviant ways.

Purchase Set 
Marin supervisory yesterday set 
Feb. 7 as the date for public hear­ 
ing and final action on purchase of 
the Scettrini ranch property, pro­ 
posed .site of a county civic center 
and fairgrounds. 
The board declared its intention 
to purchase the property, which 
borders Highway 101 at Santa 
Venetia, .as a compromise settle­ 
ment to avert further proceedings 
under condemnation action more 
than a year ago. 
Hearing is set for 2:30 p.m in 
the supervisors chambers in the 
courthouse. 
The compromise agreement pro­ 
vides that toe county will pay $2,- 
850 per acre for the property, plus 
$10,000 for all improvements except 
a-house and $7,446 for toe house, 
subject to reimbursement of this 
amount if the county makes avail­ 
able two lots on the property to' 
which the house may be moved. 
Omitting price of improvements 
cost would be $310,500 for 130 acres 
at $2.850 per acre. 
The county also agrees to pay 
all taxes and assessments on the 
property since Nov. 29, 1954, date 
of toe original condemnation ac­ 
tion, and 6 per cent interest on 
the purchase price, accruing from 
Dec. 12, 1955. 
Supervisor William Fusselman, 
who has opposed the civic center 
idea from its inception, was the 
only dissenter as the board voted 
4-1 to declare its intention to pur­ 
chase. 


The master streets and high­ 
ways plan for Marin was adopt­ 
ed by the board of supervisors 
last night nearly four years af­ 
ter its completion. 
By unanimous vote, the $20,- 
000 plan for present and future 
roads was made the general 
policy of the unincorporated 
areas. The adoption applied 
only to the general road 
routes and their classification 
and standards. Not adopted, or 
even considered last night, was * 
financial plan proposed in the 
report. The problem of financing 
roads was left to future decision. 
Planning Director Mary Sum­ 
mers exulted, “This is a day to 
go out and celebrate. It is toe cul­ 
mination of years of work.” 
GUIDE FOR COUNTY 
The county adoption makes the 
master plan “an effective guide” 
in the county’s unincorporated 
areas. It will become effective .in. 
the nine cities only if adopted by 
the city councils, Two cities, San 
Anselmo and Mill Valley, al­ 
ready have approved the plan. One, 
Sausalito, has voted opposition. 
Last night Carl Spring, chair­ 
man of the Sausalito Planning 
Commission,' which approved it, 
said he believes Sausalito council 
men did not understand the mas­ 
ter plan when they considered it. 
He said the city has fought “a 
persistant battle to keep a high­ 
way off our waterfront” The coun­ 
cil. got the Idea, he declared, that 
if the master plan Is adopted It 
would force a major thoroughfare 
in that location. 
.Although the plan calls for an 
"inter-city highway” from Mill 
Valley to Sausalito at water level, 
Spring said he doesn’t feel this 
means Sausalito mould have to 
build such a thoroughfare. J. Frank 
Hogue, another member of the 
planning commission, agreed. 
OTHER Cl TIE» 
Other cities represented last 
night in the audience of sopie 25 
spectators, were Fairfax, Larkspur, 
San Rafael and San Anselmo. 
Mayor William L. Hughes Jr. of 
Fairfax, told the supervisors he 
had “never even seen” a copy of 
toe master plan, although he was 
assured that Fairfax had received 
copies.

Investigating San Rafael police 
found that someone had appar­ 
ently forced his way into' the high 
school building through a small 
basement window. The culprit 
peeled plaster off the edges of 
the wall safe In the principal’» of­ 
fice, stripped off three or four 
feet of paneling and part of the 
steel frame which holds the safe 
to the wall. 
Wells said the safe contained no 
money—only school records. Desk 
drawers and cabinets were ran­ 
sacked, but the principal said 
nothing was missing from there 
either.

Seized By Savage Indians 


QUITO, Ecuador (A3) — Planes 
combed the Amazon jungle today 
for five U.S. Protestant mission­ 
aries believed seized by savage 
Indians. Air Force reports of a

near 
their 
plane's 
stripped skeleton aroused fear for 
their lives. 
A U.S. Army helicopter was 
dispatched from the Canal Zone 
today to take part with Air Force 
planes in the hunt for the men, 
missing in a remote jungle region 
of northeastern Ecuador. 
The five men flew their small 
Piper Cub into the bush area last 
week to do mission work among 
primitive tribesmen. 
They were Identified 
as N at 
Saint, Huntingdon Valley, Pa., a 
Philadelphia suburb; Edward Me 
Cully, Milwaukee; Peter Fleming, 
Seattle, 
Wash.; 
Jam es 
Elliot, 
Portland, Ore., and Roger You- 
derlan, Billings, Mont. 
The Air Force joined the search 
after another flying missionary, 
John Keenan, made a reconnais 
aanee flight over the area and re­ 
ported seeing the stripped PipeT 
Cub. He said he saw no sign of 
the missionaries but spotted sev­ 
eral Indian oanoes heading down 
the river. 
Keenan made hia investigation 
after the mission party radioed it 
had encountered a group of In ­ 
dians, then broke radio contact. 
Soon after the h u n t began, a 
Quito radio station relayed a mes 
sage from a U. S. search plane 
th a t it had sighted the Piper Cub 
—stripped of its fabric—and along­ 
side it a body pierced w ith an 
Indian lance.

The large plastic balloon, first 
of m any to be employed in Air 
Poroe survey*, was sent up Sun­ 
day at Vernalis, about 75 miles 
southeast of San Francisco. 
The improved model will carry 
cam eras to photograph cloud*, and 
radio equipment to' record, weather 
data. 
The Air Force hope* to obtain 
Information^ on Jet air streams, 
cloud masses that warn of storms, 
and electro-magnetic properties of 
the stratosphere. 


The U.S. W eather Bureau also

“Despite intensive and continu­ 
ing Investigation it has not yet 
proved possible to bring charges 
against any other persons 
who 
participated in the crime,” 
the 
statem ent said. 
The Air India plane collected 
the Red party 
at 
Hong Kong 
April 11. It crashed in the South 
China Sea after an explosion while 
approaching 
Indonesia. 
Fifteen 
persons, including Chinese Red 
officials and Communist 
news­ 
men, were killed. 


T he Peiping government accused 
the Nationalists and the United 
States of sabotaging the plane1, and 
B ritish authorities in Hong Kong 
of ignoring a Red Chinese w arn­ 
ing. The United States denied the 
charge, and the British said all 
possible precautions were taken. 


T he Colonial Office said investi­ 
gators learned after Chow fied 
May 18 on a plane for Formosa 
th a t he admitted complicity in the 
crash on four separate occasions.

As storm clouds continued to hang over 
flood-shy California, supervisors and coun­ 
cils in some of the state's counties and cities 
have begun exploring ways to make Hoods 
less disastrous. 
I his deserves im mediate 


study in Marin. 
S o n o f the areas have acted to give relief 


to those who have suffered damage. 
Palo 
Alto's council, for example, approved an 
emergency ordinance exempting from build­ 


ing permit fees for six months all structural 


damage done by the floods. 
Other officials have begun thinking about 
preventive measures and, im portantly, how 


they can be paid for. 
Redwood City’s count ilm en approved a 


county-wide flood control program recom­ 
mended by the county’s Board of Super­ 
visors. T hen they came up with the sug­ 
gestion that such a program m ight be fi­ 
nanced bv a countv-wide sales tax. 7 he idea 
was referred to city and county officials for 


further study. 
Marin already has a county-wide flood 


control district; it was established by the 
state Legislature. 
But activity w ithin the 


“zones” of the county district has been m ini­ 
mal. O nly in Novato has it even gotten to 
the stage of a report on the problem. 
W e don’t know what the best financing 
would be for a flood control district. 
It 
seems doubtful that a county-wide sales tax 
would be an appropriate means of raising 
such funds. But we'd like to see som ething 
under way as a start on flood control, a start 
on a financial plan to prevent the recurrence 


of the tragic last week pr two. 
W e’d like to feel that our county and city 
officials are taking every step they can to 
protect their citizens from flood waters. But 


som ehow we just can’t. 
Maybe it’s because we haven’s been told 
about the serious thinking that’s going on 
about the problem. Maybe it’s because the 


thinking isn’t going on. 
W hatever the reason, we hope that soon 
it w ill be corrected; that M arin’s nine city 
and its county governm ents w ill embark 
upon a program which w ill prevent the 
county’s fair name 
from 
being bandied 
about the news wires and on the air as a 
place of tragedy, the home of flood sufferers.

A calm reading of President 
Eisenhower’s State of the Union 
message could hardly have pre­ 
pared one for the explosive out­ 
burst which instantly came from 
the Democratic leadership. 


There was no harsh partisan­ 
ship in the message.

should 
the

And many an 
office peasant now wishes that, 
instead of wearing a white col­ 
lar, he had been born with a 
slide rule in his mouth. 


Where is the man on a white 
horse who will lead the white 
collar class back to its old se­ 
curity? He is nowhere in sight. 
Alas, even white horses are get­ 
ting scarcer.

WASHINGTON (U.R) — Every 
once in a while a headwaiter in 
the fancy joints around town 
gets a little confused.

AND THIS IS another ques­ 
tion: Suppose an ex-president 
has only served one four-year 
term. If he then became a sena- 
tor-at-large he might use the 
Senate as a forum to get him­ 
self elected president again four 
years later. 
To get around these objections 
Chelf changed his 
bill. 
Under 
this an ex-president still would 
automatically get a Senate seat 
but he would be called a Senate 
delegate. 
And once an ex-president ac­ 
cepted a Senate seat, he’d be 
barred forever from becoming 
president again. Why a Senate 
delegate? Because some lawyers 
think giving an ex-president such 
a title would make a constitu­ 
tional amendment unnecessary.

The first effort in this direc­ 
tion was in 1928 when a bill was 
offered to give ex-presidents a 
Senate seat. It wasn’t done then, 
or since, and there’s

good chance it won’t

The Senate last year approved 
a bill to give the only two liv­ 
ing ex-presidents, Hoover and 
Truman, and all future ex-presi­ 
dents: a salary of $22,500 a year 
for life, free mailing privileges, 
an office staff, and a furnished 
office.

died his widow would get $10- 
000 a year for life.

Fight Tempest 


In A Teapot 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight accomplished 
two things when he called special 
elections in three California as­ 
sembly districts to coincide wUi 
the June 15 primary elections. 


First, he carried out the man­ 
date of the constitution, which 
says the governor shall call spe­ 
cial elections in legislative dis­ 
tricts where vacancies occur. 


Second, he catered to the de­ 
sires of boards of supervisors in 
the 
districts 
affected. 
These 
boards were not anxious to go 
to the expense of special elec­ 
tions, and the cost of the special, 
coming on the day of the June 
primary, will be comparatively 
minor. 


THERE IS YET another bene­ 
fit to the Republican party, how­ 
ever. This is the danger of sacri­ 
ficing more of the GOP prestige 
in the Assembly, where the line 
is dangerously close to Democrat­ 
ic control. 
Political observers, of course, 
feel that the governor had this 
in mind when he adopted his 
policy of 
only 
calling 
special 
elections when so requested by 
boards of 
supervisors 
in 
the 
counties affected. At the last two 
specials, Democratic representa­ 
tives were elected, marking a loss 
of one Republican vote in the 
Assembly, and 
maintaining 
a 
balance in the Senate. 


ACCORDING TO THE terms 
of the constitution, the governor 
is, of course, the final authority 
on whether or 
not 
a 
special 
election shall be called. While 
the basic law of the state man­ 
dates the governor to call such 
an election, it conveniently neg­ 
lects to mention the number of 
days following occurrence of a 
vacancy when the election shall 
be ealled. 
Consequently, if 
a 
governor 
wants to play politics, he can do 
so, quite legally, and assumedly 
call the special election on the 
last day of the vacant term if 
he so chooses. 
The shoe, of course, is on the 
WTong foot for the Democrats, 
and Roger Kent, vice-chairman 
of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, 
lodged 
a 
protest 
against the 
last 
elections 
by 
charging that it “makes a mock­ 
ery of the constitution.” 


WHETHER 
THIS . . c h a r g e 
stands up or not, is dependent 
upon the decision of the state 
supreme court, which has the 
question before it for decision. 
Democrats have sought to force 
the governor to call the special 
elections without delay, and well 
they might, considering the trend 
in the state toward sending the 
Bourbon representatives to the 
Senate and Assembly.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
What's Happening About 
Marin's Flood Control? 
As storm clouds continued to hang over 
flood-shy California, supervisors and coun­ 
cils in some of the state's counties and cities 
have begun exploring ways to make floods 
less disastrous. This deserves immediate 
study in Marin. 
Son ? of the areas have acted to give relief 
to those who have suffered damage Palo 
Alto’s council, for example, approved an 
emergency ordinance exempting from build­ 
ing permit fees for six months all structural 
damage done by the floods. 
Other officials have begun thinking about 
preventive measures and, importantly, how 
they can be paid for. 
Redwood City's councilmen approved a 
county-wide flood control program recom­ 
mended by the county’s Board of Super­ 
visors. Then they came up with the sug­ 
gestion that such a program might be fi­ 
nanced bv a county-wide sales tax. The idea 
was referred to city and county officials for 
further study. 
Marin already has a county-wide flood 
control district; it was established by the 
state Legislature. But activity within the 


"zones” of the county district has been mini­ 
mal. Only in Novato has it even gotten to 
the stage of a report on the problem. 
We don’t know what the best financing 
would be for a flood control district. It 
seems doubtful that a county-wide sales tax 
would be an appropriate means of raising 
such funds. But we’d like to see something 
under way as a start on flood control, a start 
on a financial plan to prevent the recurrence 
of the tragic last week or two. 
We’d like to feel that our county and city 
officials are taking every step they can to 
protect their citizens from flood waters. But 
somehow we just can’t. 
Maybe it’s because we haven’s been told 
about the serious thinking that’s going on 
about the problem. Maybe it’s because the 
thinking isn’t going on. 
W hatever the reason, we hope that soon 
it will be corrected; that Marin’s nine city 
and its county governments will embark 
upon a program which will prevent the 
county’s fair name from being bandied 
about the news wires and on the air as a 
place of tragedy, the home of Hood sufferers. 


Poll Shows State Prosperity 
If the 4,000 businessmen, industrialists 
and farmers polled in the Bank of America 
economic survey are right in their forecasts 
for 1956, California will hit a new high in 
activity this year. 
This sampling of opinion gathered in 
more than 300 California communities 
comes from leaders whose fingers are con­ 
stantly on the state’s business pulse. 
A summary of their views runs like this: 
Continued growth but not at so rapid a 
pace as in 1955; a rise in industrial output 
limited by some material shortages and pro­ 
duction facilities; somewhat lower residen­ 
tial construction but little, if any, slacken­ 
ing in commercial building especially in the

creation of shopping centers; farm income 
to hold about even with ’55 but with higher 
production costs cutting into net returns; 
keener competition in business as a result 
of the growth in the state’s business popula­ 
tion which may result in narrowing profit 
margins; continued growth in population 
probably most evident in the suburban 
areas of Los Angeles and San Francisco. 
Aithough, some uncertainty was. expressed 
as to the last quarter of the year by those 
polled, there was much less concern on that 
score than there wras a year ago. 
Well, 1956 looks like it will be satisfactory 
—and it could be slightly stupendous. 


White Collar Worker Has 


His Glamor—On Installment 


NEW YORK (Jf) — Curbstone 
reflections of a pavement Plato: 
Many a white collar worker 
today believes he has become 
civilization’s biggest sucker, the 
forgotten, man of the 20th cen­ 
tury. 
His voice is relatively unheard 
in the land. Few politician* 
bother to ask his views or ex­ 
plore his plight. The only people 
who seek him out are bill col­ 
lectors, and It is his cash, not 
his charms, that draws them. 
LET L’S GET out our crying 
towel and listen to the woes of 
a typical member of the paper 
clip brigade, which run about as 
follows; 
“Every other class In. America 
seems to get something special 
from the government except the 
white collar class. Why are we 
overlooked? When do we get 
our turn at the public trough? 
"They talk about a soil bank 
for farmers. How about a fund to 
pay for our soiled white collars? 
“WHY CAN’T CONGRESS at 
least vote us some help under 
the foreign aid program? Cer­ 
tainly no group has been, mora 
foreign to government aid than 
the white collar class.” 
There is at least an ounce of 
truth within this pound of bit­ 
terness. 


Farmers have a lobby. Veter­ 
ans have a lobby. The unions 
have a lobby. So do the rail­ 
roads, the utilities, the airlines, 
the shipping interests. Even 
postmen, schoolteachers, toy 
makers and amateur bird watch­ 
ers have their' lobbies. 
ABOUT THE ONLY two 
groups in America wrho don’t 
have a lobby are white collar 
workers and widows. They re­ 
main. largely unorganized and 
therefore, perhaps, unrepresent­ 
ed. Since they cannot punish a 
politician, why should he worry 
about them? 
Time has passed the white 
collar man by. 'That white col­ 
lar, once a badge of pretended 
gentility, has become more of a 
symbol of faceless nonentity. It 
no longer pays off at the pay 
window. 
IT USED TO be the guys in 
overalls who stood in line at the 
loan office seeking to borrow 
money. Today it’s the guy* in 
the dirty-white collars. 
The average white collar v ork- 
e.r now is the greatest prisoner 
of the installment plan. and. the 
finance company. Debts go with 
his daily bread. 
If he has to fly to see his sick 
mother, he has to borrow the 
money. 


If he takes a vacation trip, he 
first ha* to float a loan. 
IF HE NEEDS A new car, he 
first had to borrow enough 
money for a new suit in order to 
look presentable enough to per­ 
suade a finance company to ad­ 
vance him the dough to make 
the down payment on the auto­ 
mobile. 
He is in hock up to his eye­ 
balls—this average white collar 
worker—for everything from, his 
furniture to the fillings In his 
teeth. At least he claims he is. 
And he feels he fights hi* per­ 
sonal emergencies alone. The 
federal government show* no 
.signs, of creating a new Cabinet 
post, “secretary of the white 
collar class.” 
THE WHITE COLLAR man is 
haunted not only by his present 
predicament but by fears for the 
future. He is afraid, automation 
scientists will dream, up new 
and more efficient business ma­ 
chines that will do away with his 
very job, turning him into a ref­ 
ugee from progress.

A calm reading of President 
Eisenhower’s State of the Union 
message could hardly have pre­ 
pared one for the explosive out­ 
burst which instantly came from 
the Democratic leadership. 
There was no harsh partisan­ 
ship in the message. As election - 
year State of the Union addresses 
go, this was one of the mildest.. 
Why should the Democratic 
leaders react so critically?

Question Of How To Make Use 


Of Ex-Presidents Bothers Congress 
WASHINGTON 
For years 
there’s been an uneasy feeling in 
Congress that something should 
be done for ex-presidents, either 
to give them a nonvoting seat in 
the .Senate, or enough money to 
live on, or both. 
The first effort in this direc­ 
tion was in 1928 when a bill was 
offered to give ex-presidents a 
Senate seat. It wasn’t done then, 
or since, and there's a pretty 
good chance it won’t be done 
this, year either. 
The Senate last year approved 
a bill to give the only two liv­ 
ing ex-presidents. Hoover and 
Truman, and all future ex-presi­ 
dents: a salary of $22,500 a year 
for life, free mailing privileges.,, 
an office staff, and a furnished 
office. When an ex-president 
died his widow would get $10- 
000 a year for life. 
Some members of Congress 
have felt that just giving ex- 
presidents a pension was not 
enough, that some way should 
be found to let the country bene­ 
fit from their White House ex­ 
perience. 
That thinking has taken this 
form; Make an. ex-'president, au­ 
tomatically a member of the 
Senate, with the title of senator- 
at-large. He wouldn’t be elected. 
He wouldn’t have a vote either. 
Nevertheless, he could get up 
and talk, on, any subject at any 
time and even, perhaps serve on 
committees. His. salary would be 
the same as any regular senator: 
$22,500 a year.

the way they palmed .him the 
first time. 
So, & cheap one who tipe only 
a skin will get nothing more than 
a polite nod. And maybe even 
'Tucker won’t straighten his tie. 
A two-buck tipper would do a 
little 'better. He’d get a “'thank 
you,” with no “sir ’ attached.

But 
what of the question of num­ 
bers? 'Once he took his seal his 
state would have 'three senators. 
AND THIS IS another ques­ 
tion: Suppose an ex-president 
has only served one four-year 
term. If he then became a sena­ 
tor-at-large he might use' the 
.Senate as a forum to' get him­ 
self elected president again four 
years later. 
To get around these objections 
Chelf changed his bill. Under 
this an ex-president still would 
automatically get a Senate seat 
but he would be called, a Senate 
delegate. 
And once an ex-president ac­ 
cepted a Senate seat, he’d be 
barred forever from becoming 
president again, Why a Senate 
delegate? Because some lawyers 
think giving an ex-president such, 
a title would make a constitu­ 
tional amendment unnecessary.

Fight Tempest 


In A Teapot 
SACRAMENTO <CNS) — Gov. 
Goodwin J. Knight accomplished 
two things when, he called special 
elections in three California as­ 
sembly districts to coincide Wui 
the June 15 primary elections. 
First, he carried out the man­ 
date of the constitution, which 
says the governor shall call spe­ 
cial elections in legislative dis­ 
tricts where vacancies occur. 
Second, he catered to the de­ 
sires of boards of supervisors in 
the districts affected. These 
boards were not anxious to go 
to' the expense of special, elec­ 
tions, and the cost of the special, 
coming on the day of the June 
primary, will be comparatively 
minor. 
THERE IS YET another bene­ 
fit to the Republican party, how­ 
ever. This is the danger of sacri­ 
ficing more of the GOP prestige 
In the Assembly, where the tine 
is dangerously close to Democrat­ 
ic control. 
Political observers, of course, 
feel that the governor had this 
in mind when he adopted his 
policy of only calling special 
elections when so requested by 
boards of supervisors in the 
counties .affected. At the last two 
■pedals. Democratic representa­ 
tives were elected, marking a lose 
of one Republican vote in the 
Assembly, and maintaining a 
balance in the Senate. 
ACCORDING TO THE term* 
of the constitution, the governor 
is, of course, the final authority 
on whether or not a special 
election shall be called. While 
the basic law of the state man­ 
dates the governor to call such 
an election, it conveniently neg­ 
lects to mention the number of 
days following occurrence of a 
vacancy when the election shall 
be called. 
Consequently, If a governor 
wants to play politics, he can do 
so, quite legally, and assumed]? 
call the special election on the 
last day of the vacant term if 
he so chooses. 
The shoe, of course, is on the 
wrong foot for the Democrats, 
and Roger Kent, vice-chairman 
of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, lodged a protest 
against the last elections by 
charging that it “make* a mock­ 
ery of the constitution.” 
WHETHER THIS ..c h a r g a 
stands up or not, is dependent 
upon the decision of the state 
supreme court, which has the 
question before it for decision. 
Democrats have sought to force 
the governor to call the special 
elections without delay, and. well 
they might, considering the trend 
in the state toward sending the 
Bourbon representatives to the 
Senate and Assembly. 
There was a suspicion at the 
Capitol that perhaps the govern­ 
or had been prompted a bit 
through advance knowledge of 
the court's decision, with rela­ 
tion to the mandatory provisions 
of the constitution, but so far, 
this 'rumor is unfounded. It Is not 
customary for members of the 
state supreme court to discuss 
matters pending before them in 
advance of their decisions. But, 
of course, there are both 'Demo­ 
crats' and Republicans on the 
state’s highest judicial body. 
SO THE ENTIRE matter ap­ 
pears to be primarily a tempest 
in a tea-pot, primarily due to the 
fact that if an .Assembly district 
doesn’t want representation, the 
state constitution doesn’t force 
such representation on the dis­ 
trict. But, on the other hand, if 
the counties are willing to foot 
the bill, the chief' executive vir­ 
tually is required to' call a spe­ 
cial election In a reasonable 
length of time after the vacancy 
occurs. 
The three assemblymen to be 
elected at the special session 
probably will be the three to' be 
elected permanently. At least, 
they will each get an additional 
six months salary, plus the other 
emoluments of legislative office.

Ken Norton, a member of the 
rules committee, agrees with Hob­ 
son th a t “we’ll eventually have to 
come to a time lim it of some sort.” 
But N orton’s theory is th a t the 
collegians, not having the over-all 
competitive equality of profession­ 
al teams, may need as much as a 
m inute to get off their shots. 
“Twenty-four seconds is plenty 
long enough,” Hobson contends. 
“And this year the rule has a real 
chance.”

Originally, Miami was accused 
of paying transportation cost« to 
the campus of prospective athletes, 
trying out the prospects and ex- 
cessive use of grants in aid. 
A subsequent exam ination by a 
representative of the committee on 
infractions brought the allegation 
of rule violations involving a loan 
fund for medical students and ath* 
letes, known as the Eaton Foun­ 
dation.

Y ale’s Howard Hobson spear­ 
headed the new push when he as­ 
serted th a t the “pro rule has been 
a fine thing.” I t’s adoption will be 
the big Issues at this year’s rules 
meeting, he admitted, and It “has 
a good chance.” 
All of which probably 1s wish­ 
ful thinking. 
TWO SCHISMS 
The answer is th a t thers are two 
schisms in coaching. Call It the 
defense-minded against the of­ 
fense-minded. Or call it the "coun­ 
try” coaches against the "big city’’ 
coaches who have seen the suc­ 
cess of the pro brand of play and 
ache to copy it. 
There is no attem pt by the city 
boys to “slicker" the fellows from 
the hinterlands. But the rural tu ­ 
tors look at it th at way and there 
seems some basis for the accusa­ 
tion th a t they are guilty of a cer­ 
tain narrowness when they frown 
or anything born of professional 
ingenuity as a taint to the purity 
of their game. 
Thus they banded together, u n ­ 
der the banner of such defense- 
minded Hank Iba of Oklahoma 
A&M, and killed the adoption of 
the 24-second rule last year. And 
they’ll probably do it again. 


NOVEL SUGGESTION 
Hobson, sounding the progres­ 
sive slogan th a t the 24-second time 
lim it on possession would provide 
a faster game and help kill stal­ 
ling, has another suggestion which 
is so novel th at it probably won’t 
even get a hearing. 
He would like to see three points 
given for a basket scored from 
outside 24 feet.

K en Norton, a member of the 
rules committee, agrees with Hob­ 
son th a t “we'll eventually have to 
come to a time lim it of some sort.” 
B ut Norton’s theory Is th at the 
collegians, not having the over-all 
competitive equality of profession­ 
al teams, may need as much as a 
m inute to get off their shots. 
"Twenty-four seconds is plenty 
long enough,!* Hobson contends. 
“And this year the rule has a real 
chance.” 
B ut don’t bet on it!

LOS ANGELES (/P) — A modern 
college football coach “is neither 
a philosopher in a sweat shirt nor 
an am ateur dean of men,” in the 
opinion of Lynn (Pappy) Waldorf, 
veteran University of California 
coach. 
W aldorf 
made

statem ent 
Monday a t a round table discus­ 
sion on recruiting of high school 
athletes at the National Collegiate 
Athletic Assn. convention. 
In his realistic look at the prob­ 
lem, W aldorf was critical of prac­ 
tices followed but declared "no 
coach can commit professional sui­ 
cide by Jgnor’ng recruiting.” 
"A coach is on the firing line, 
literally 
and 
figuratively," de­ 
clared the rotund veteran who fin­ 
ished one of the poorest seasons 
of his nine years at California last 
fall.

"The necessity of winning ts the 
key to the whole problem," he said. 
“The desire to win la a very good 


when it becomes a 
face a critical prob- 
thing, 
but 
necessity we 
lem. 
“Today every coach and every 
school with that philosophy always 
Is trying to gain a half-step on his 
opponents. Recruiting has become 
a m atter of self-preservation for a 
football coach,” 
Waldorf said th at outstanding 
high school athletes were as much 
victims as beneficiaries of modern 
recruiting practices. 
“I t’s not unusual today for a 
fast, 190-pound high school foot­ 
ball player to spend m ost of Ms 
senior year visiting college camp­ 
uses,” he said. “I t’s a wonder to me 
th a t a boy in his senior year is 
able to keep up his studies enough 
to graduate. 
“And, far from worrying about 
the situation, 
most parents of 
young athletes seem highly flat­ 
tered that their sons are sought 
after for their athletic prowess.”

Ever wonder how fancy check­

Now divide your stack into two 
stacks as shown in Figure 1 above 
—one stack having whole wheat 
in the middle, the other having 
white in the middle. Spread each 
slice with cream ed butter so the 
stacks will stick together. 


Then, slice these stacks as shown 
in Figure 1 and pile alternate 
slices together as in Figure 2. 
Spread each of these slices with 
creamed butter and slice them at 
the end as in Figure 3. 
This gives you a checkerboard 
of nine small squares.

Cooking Suggestions 


Make Pork Zestful 


By JUNE MACLURK 
Home Advisor 


To make the m ost of the plenti­ 
ful pork supplies on the m arket, 
use these suggestions to assure 
tender texture, fine flavor, the 
lease possible shrinkage and con­ 
serving all possible nutritive value. 
Fresh pork needs to be cooked 
“done” all the way through to 
bring out rich flavor and as a 
safety measure. Thorough cooking 
doesn’t mean overcooking or cook­ 
ing a t such high heat th a t the 
m eat is dry and hard, and thus 
unappetizing. Low cooking tem per­ 
atures are recommended to help 
save nutrients and the juiciness 
th a t makes this m eat such good 
eating. An im portant point to re­ 
member is that*pork is safely done 
when all traces of pink color have 
disappeared. One check on done­ 
ness is to insert a fork deep into 
the thickest p art of the piece and 
make sure th a t the juice it draws 
out has no trace of pink. 
For roasting, an oven tem pera­ 
tu re of 325 F. is recommended. 
Place the roast in an uncovered 
shallow pan, fa t side up for self­ 
basting. Add no water. Season 
either before or after cooking. 
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Here’s how long to allow for done­ 
ness: In an oven a t 325 F. a small 
pork loin of 2 to 3 pounds takes 
about 1^4 to 2 hours; a 5 to 7 
pound loin, 3 to 4 hours; a 6 to 8 
pound fresh ham , 4’4 to 5’4 hours. 
If these cuts are boned and rolled 
allow 10 m inutes more a pound. 
Also allow more time if the m eat 
is very cold. 
Braising and pan-frying are fa ­ 
vorite ways of cooking such cuts 
as spareribs and pork chops. Here 
again use low tem perature. 
In 
braising, first brown the m eat in 
fat to improve flavor and add 
color. Then add a small am ount 
of water, cover the pan, and cook 
slowly until the m eat is thorough­ 
ly done. 
4 
In pan-frying, keep the tem ­ 
perature fairly low to m oderate 
and cook long enough for th o r­ 
ough doneness. Cuts w ith a high 
percentage of fat like bacon, sau­ 
sage, and some chops need no 
extra fat for frying. S tart th lse 
in a cold fry pan, cook slowly and 
fry in the fat from the meat.

HOME ADVISOR SAYS 
Cooking Suggestions 
Make Pork Zestful 


By JUNE MAC LURK 
Home Advisor 


To make the most of the plenti­ 
ful pork supplies on the market, 
use these suggestion* to assure 
tender texture, fine flavor, the 
lease possible shrinkage and con­ 
serving all possible nutritive value. 
Fresh pork needs to be cooked 
“done” all the way through to 
bring out rich flavor and as a 
safety measure. Thorough cooking 
doesn’t mean overcooking or cook­ 
ing at such high heat that the 
meat is dry and hard, and thus 
unappetizing. Low cooking temper­ 
atures are recommended to help 
save nutrients and the Juiciness 
that makes this meat such good 
eating. An important point to re­ 
member is that^pork is safely done 
when all traces of pink color have 
disappeared. One check on done- 
xiess is to Insert a fork deep into 
the thickest part of the piece and 
make sure that the Juice it draws 
out has no trace of pink. 
For roasting, an oven tempera­ 
ture of 328 F. is recommended. 
Place the roast in an uncovered 
shallow pan, fat side up for self­ 
basting. Add no water. Season 
either before or after cooking. 


Here’s how long to allow for done­ 
ness: In an oven at 325 F. a small 
pork loin of 2 to 3 pounds takes 
about 1% to 2 hours; a 5 to 7 
'pound loin, 3 to 4 hours; a 8 to 8 
pound fresh ham, 414 to 514 hours. 
If these cuts are boned and rolled 
allow 10 minutes more a pound. 
Also allow more time if the meat 
is very cold. 
Braising and pan-frying are fa­ 
vorite ways of cooking such cuts 
as spareribs and pork chops. Here 
again use low temperature. 
In 
braising, first brown the meat In 
fat to improve flavor and add 
color. Then add a small amount 
of water, cover the pan, and cook 
slowly until the meat Is thorough­ 
ly done. 
4 
In pan-frying, keep the tern 
perature fairly low to moderate 
and cook long enough for thor­ 
ough doneness. Cuts with a high 
percentage of fat like bacon, sau­ 
sage, and some chops need no 
extra fat for frying. Start thlse 
in. a cold fry pan, cook slowly and 
fry in the fat from the meat.

Explained By Drake Faculty

Thom as N. Edwards, acting as 
spokesman for the m athem atics 
and science departm ent of Sir 
Francis Drake High School a t the 
recent meeting ofi ts PTA, stressed 
the im portance of those subjects 
in preparing pupils for college, 
as well as non-college preparatory. 
"In teaching these subjects,” said 
Mr. Edwards, "we try to give the 
students an appreciation of and 
a desire for accuracy. Taken into 
consideration are the pupil’s de­ 
sires and abilities.” He exhibited a 
ch art outlining the various courses 
and introduced the teachers, who 
explained their program. 


Charles F. Kurtz, of non-college 
preparatory m athem atics, stated 
th a t general m athem atics are im ­ 
p o rtan t to every citizen in today’s 
society. Mrs. Reid R. Crawford, 
first year algebra teacher, said 
the classes are composed mainly 
of freshm en and the course is 
closely organized so th a t all stu­ 
dents are able to take geometry 
the following year. W allace An­ 
drews, teacher of advanced college 
preparatory m a t h e m a t i c s , e x ­ 
plained the great need for engi­ 
neers and scientists and said these 
m ust know m athem atics. For law­ 
yers, doctors, dentists and many 
other professions, advanced m ath­ 
em atics is a requirem ent. 
Mrs. Lela C. Smodene, geometry 
teacher, explained th a t geometry 
sharpens one’s thinking processes 
and is of inestimable value. "I 
have found geometry used in al­ 
m ost everything I do,” says Mrs. 
Smodene, ‘‘it teachers you not to 
jum p to conclusions w ithout some 
proof. We appreciate geometry in 
our daily life. It develops a logical 
way of thinking, heightens our 
perceptions and creates good hab­ 
its and attitudes.” Mrs. Smodene 
introduced two members of the 
M ath Club, Carol Patterson, vice 
president, and Sue Crabbe, secre­ 
tary, yrho 
explained the 
club s 
objectives and enterprises. 


GENERAL SCIENCE 
W illiam J. Edick, general science 
and biology teacher, stated the 
introductory course for freshm en 
is general science, then biology 
and physiology, which are a study 
of structure, function and physi- 


ology of the hum an body, neces­ 
sary to pre-m ed or nurses courses. 
The aims of these classes are: to 
arouse natural curiosity in stu­ 
dents; to teach these sciences so 
they will have a meaning in every­ 
day life; to develop scientific a tti­ 
tudes; to help develop scientific 
m ethods and procedure. 
K eith 
W. 
MacNab, 
chemistry 
teacher, said his is strictly a col­ 
lege prep course, and emphasis is 
placed on international aspects of 
chemistry. Clifford Bunds, physics, 
general 
science 
and 
cherriistry 
teacher stated: "Everyone should 
have some knowledge of physics 
and take some course in it. Physics 
as it is taught here a t Drake is 
a college preparatory course and 
designed to satisfy the needs of 
students planning to go to col­ 
lege. Physics is a study of me 
chanics, height, light, electricity 
and 
sound, and 
is a coverage 
which gives a student a better 
understanding of the environm ent 
in which he lives. It develops in­ 
tellectual honesty. There is a great 
need for physicists and chemists 
today. Demand 
for teachers 
is 
great and students who are in ter­ 
ested are encouraged to enter the 
fields of physics and chem istry.” 
R obert H. Prather, physiology 
teacher, said th a t students who 
show ability are given opportunity 
to find "niches” in science. Mi­ 
chael Rossman, president of the 
Science Club, said its basic purpose 
is to further the knowledge of 
those students i n t e r e s t e d in 
science.

AT PTA MEETING 
Teaching Of 
M, Sciences 
Explained By Drake Faculty 


Thomas N. Edwards, acting as 
spokesman for the mathematics 
and science department of Sir 
Francis Drake High School at the 
recent meeting of I ts PTA, stressed 
the importance of those subjects. 
In preparing pupils for college, 
as well as non-college preparatory. 
“In teaching these subjects.” said 
Mr. Edwards, “we try to give the 
students an appreciation of and, 
a desire for accuracy. Taken into 
consideration are the pupil’s de­ 
sires and abilities.” He exhibited a 
chart outlining the various courses 
and introduced the teachers, who 
explained their program. 


Charles F. Kurtz, of non-college 
preparatory mathematics, stated 
that general mathematics are im­ 
portant to every citizen in today’s 
society. Mrs. Reid R. Crawford, 
first year algebra teacher, said, 
the classes are composed mainly 
of freshmen and the course is 
closely organized so that all stu­ 
dents. are able to take geometry 
the following year. Wallace An­ 
drews, teacher of advanced college 
preparatory m a t h e m a t i cs , e x ­ 
plained the great need for engi­ 
neers and scientists and .said these 
must know mathematics. For law­ 
yers, doctors, dentists and many 
other professions, advanced m ath­ 
ematics 'Is a requirement, 
Mrs. Lela C. Smodene, geometry 
teacher, explained that geometry 
sharpens one’s thinking processes 
and Is of inestimable value. “I 
have found geometry used in al­ 
most everything I do," says Mrs. 
Smodene, “it teachers you not to 
jump to conclusions without some 
proof. We appreciate geometry In 
our daily life. It develops a logical 
way of thinking, heightens our 
perceptions and creates good hab­ 
ite and attitudes.1* Mrs. Smodene 
introduced two members of the 
Math Club, Carol Patterson, vice 
president, and Sue Crabbe, secre­ 
tary, who explained the club’» 
objectives and enterprises. 
GENERAL SCIENCE 
William J. Edick, general science 
and biology teacher, stated the 
Introductory course for freshmen 
Is general science, then biology 
and physiology, which are a study 
of structure, function and physi­ 


ology of the human body, neces­ 
sary to pre-med or nurses courses. 
The atas of these classes are: to 
arouse natural curiosity in stu­ 
dents; to teach these sciences so 
they will, have a meaning in every­ 
day life; to' develop scientific atti­ 
tudes; to help develop scientific 
methods and procedure. 
Keith W. MacNab, chemistry 
teacher, said his is strictly a col­ 
lege prep course, and emphasis is 
placed on international aspects of 
chemistry. Clifford Bunds, physics, 
general science 
and 
chen&lstry 
teacher stated: “Everyone should 
have some knowledge of physics 
and take some course in it. Physics 
it Is taught here at Drake is 
college preparatory course and 
designed to satisfy the needs of 
students planning to go to col­ 
lege. Physics is a study of me­ 
chanics, height, light, electricity 
and sound, and Is a coverage 
which gives a student a better 
understanding of the environment 
in which he lives. It develops in­ 
tellectual honesty. There is a great 
need for physicists and chemists 
today. Demand for teachers is 
great and. students, who are inter­ 
ested are encouraged to enter the 
fields of physics and chemistry.1 
Robert H. Prather, physiology 
teacher, .said th at students who 
show ability are given opportunity 
to find “niches” in science. Mi­ 
chael Rossman, president of the 
Science Club, said its basic purpose 
is to' further the knowledge of 
those students I n t e r e s t e d in 
science.

T he chief argum ent is th a t the 
piece of land consists of a steep 
bluff. In order to build, Nyquist 
said, he would have to erect a 
10-foot 
retaining 
wall, 
which 
would increase the overall cost 
considerably. He plans to ren t out 
1,000 square feet of the building, 
retaining for his own use an area 
equal to his present store. 
A fter more th an an hour's dis­ 
cussion, the commission voted 4-1 
to disapprove Nyquist’s applica­ 
tion. 
Roger Lescohier cast the single 
vote in support of the request. 
About a half hour later, how­

on Dec. 22, and subsequent clinics 
on Dec. 29 and Jan. 5. The first 
week 13 children received first in ­ 
jections, and the second week 33 
children and 3 expectant mothers. 
The third week 47 children and 1 
expectant m other were given first 
injections, and 3 children were 
given second injections. Two addi­ 
tional children who were sensi­ 
tive to penicillin were sent with 


vaccine in M arin to 102. 


The health officer said she felt 
th a t the holidays plus the bad 
w eather had much to do w ith the 
sm all num ber of requests for vac­ 
cination during the first few weeks 
of the new program. 


M arin’s share of the federally 
appropriated vaccine is 13,650 cubic 
centim eters, enough to give two 
injections to 6,825 persons. Since 
there 
are 
almost 
30,000 
M arin 
residents in the current priority 
group (children through 14 years 
and pregnant women), it is obvious 
th a t not every eligible person can 
get vaccine under this program. 
Therefore Dr. Albrecht emphasiz- 
the vaccine to th eir private physi- ed again th a t those who can should 


plan to be vaccinated by their pri 
vate physicians. 
Children sensitive to penicillin 
who go to the health departm ent 
for vaccination will be given the 
vaccine and sent to their own doc­ 
tors.

“They Commute to the W ilder­ 
ness” by two Mill Valley writers, 
Elm onte W aite 
of 
444 
Eldridge 
avenue, San Francisco Chronicle 
assistant city editor, 
and George 
Wells, of 7 Millside lane, part-tim e 
San Francisco Exam iner w riter and 
free-lancer, sketches the charm of 
living 
in 
the 
wilderness 
while 
working in San Francisco eight 
miles away. 
Six full color illastrations spread 
across the double-page beginning to 
the article. They feature wildern :ss 
a la the M ountain Home Inn on Mt. 
Tam alpais, 
Mrs. 
Vera 
Schultz’s 
swimming pool and a resident 
feeding a racoon. 
The new postman lost in the 
woods, looking for a “street" which 
Is only a path through the trees, 
takes the lead. 


“But the problem of the post­ 
men on Mill Valley's 10,000 steps 
is only one of a raft of inconven­ 
iences which, ironically, make this 
town the 
American commuter’s 
dream," the articfe says. 
It notes some others: 
Deer nibbling off the new shrub­ 
bery, skunks which wander into 
houses, the slow-speed tree p at­ 
tern, the city’s penchant for pre­ 
serving trees at the expense of 
traffic flow, bus strikes which bind 
com m unters into car pools, and 
the weekend deluge of hikers who 
merely add to residents' amuse­ 
ment. 


“Housewives left at home w ith­ 
out cars are, of course," faced with 
a m arathon hike if ‘hey follow the 
switchback roads down into town. 
The 
f o o t p a th - a n d - s t a ir s t e p 
“streets” are the solution, cutting 
straight down the hillside toward 


the shopping districts. Few families 
live more than 10 m inutes’ waik 
from their grocers by this route, 
arthough the uphill return trip 
may take three times as long,” the 
writers note. 
The safe way to trap a skunk Is 
also detailed, including a warning 
on more clever methods. 
“One woman tried, with a spec­ 
tacular lack of success, w hat she 
thought m ight be a safe way. A 
skunk had boldly walked into her 
house, so she scattered a trail of 
food out through an open door 
and withdrew, convinced the skunk 
would eat his way out. Before he 
could do so, however, he m et a 
second hungry skunk, eating i is 
way in. The results were not w hat 
the housewife had in mind.” 
Both Wells and W aite have pub­ 
lished articles previously in the 
magazines. 
Wells and his wife, 
Iris, have several wilderness and 
camping books to their credit.

A native of New England, Gile 
worked in O akland for a num ber 
of years. He retired in 1929 and 
settled in Belvedere, where he died 
18 years later at the age of 69. 
Giles produced many paintings 
both in oil and watercolor and 
Mrs. Hall estim ates th a t her col­ 
lection is perhaps one-fourth of 
his entire output. 
His canvases 
ranged from m urals to m iniatures. 
He even painted on cigar box tops. 
His favorite subjects included 
Angel Island as seen from his

SMITH DUE RAISE

(actually the entire board) recom­ 
mended a raise from Smith's pres­

Ratio Urged 
A former Mill Valley councilman 
last night bucked restrictions of 
an ordinance he helped pass. A1 
Nyquist, owner of the Mill Val­ 
ley Paint Store on Locust avenue, 
pleaded with the city planning 
commission to relax the 3-to-l 
parking ratio for a piece of prop­ 
erty he is considering on Miller 
avenue as a new site for his busi­ 
ness.Nyquist, accompanied by Kurt 
Heath of Preston Realty Co., pre­ 
sented his plot plan for redevelop­ 
ment of a portion of Lot 91 fac­ 
ing Miller avenue. His chart 
showed parking for 15 cars — a 
parking ratio of 1 to 1 for the 
contemplated 3.100 square - foot 
building. STEEP BLUFF 
The chief argument is that the 
piece of land consists of a steep 
bluff. In order to build, Nyquist 
mid, he would have to erect a 
10-foot 
retaining wall, 
which 
would increase the overall cost 
considerably. He plans to rent out 
1,000 square feet of the building, 
retaining' for his own use an area 
equal to his present store. 
After more than an hour’s dis­ 
cussion, the commission voted 4-1 
to' disapprove Nyqulat's applica­ 
tion. 
' 
Roger Lescohier cast the single 
vote in support of the request. 
About a half hour later, how­ 
ever, Comm.issl.oner Charles Der- 
ham asked for reconsideration. 
The commission was unanimously 
in favor of granting his request. 
An. intense argument followed, 
with Mrs. Hugh Rodman, chair­ 
man, and Commissioner Peter 
Behr upholding the original vote. 
SECOND VOTE 
A. re-vote showed a 3-2 stand, 
with Lescohier reversing his pre­ 
vious stand and commissioner 
Gerald Gooch Joining Derham in 
voting for Nyquist’s application. 
The board’s action gives Nyquist 
the right to appeal the decision 
to the city council. 
“I was on the city council when, 
this ordinance was enacted,,,” Ny­ 
quist said at one point in the dis­ 
cussion. 
His chief argument was that 
this is the single piece of avail­ 
able property on that side of Mil­ 
ler avenue in the Locust district 
and that the topography warrants 
special treatment. 
In. four previous cases the com­ 
mission also denied applications 
which showed less than the 3 to 1 
ratio. The decision in one case, 
that of Louis, R ilia’s auto show­ 
room, was reversed by the coun­ 
cil, although stern stipulations as 
to future use of the building were 
added. Rilla accepted the stipula­ 
tions against the advice of the 
city attorney. 
Nyquist maintained that his 
business generated auto traffic 
less than the average retail estab­ 
lishment. He 'pointed to the Safe­ 
way Store as an example of a 
business which had “thousands of 
customers" on a Saturday, while 
he could, expect about, .200. 
Mrs. Rodman later referred to 
his “200”’ as a number requiring 
adequate parking. In his present 
location, Nyquist provides offstreet 
parking, having installed it at a 
time when the city ordinance did 
not so require. He said the lot 
was never full, even when used by 
customers of other businesses. 
.Behr hammered at the point 
that if the commission granted 
the request, it would be left -with 
"no sound yardstick,” and would 
“open a floodgate of requests." 
“The situation as we see It is a 
long-range business. If 3 to 1 is 
too stringent, this is not the proper 
body to bring it to,” Behr told the 
former councilman, 
Derham’s argument was that it 
was the commission's duty to see 
that land put to good use. 


Polio Shot Program In Marin 


Vaccinations of eligible persons 
(children up to 14 years of age and 
pregnant women) under the fed­ 
eral polio vaccine program got off 
to a slow start In M arin but are 
gradually increasing, Dr. Carolyn 
B. Albrecht, county health officer, 
said today. 
First pollo vaccI.na.ti.on clinic 
was held at the County Health 
Department office in San Rafael 
on Dec. 22, and subsequent clinics 
on Dec. 29 and Jan. 5. The first 
week 13 children received first ■•in­ 
jections, and the second week 33 
children and 3 expectant mothers. 
The third week 47 children and 1 
expectant mother were given first 
injections, and 3 children were 
given second injections. Two addi­ 
tional children who were sensi­ 
tive to penicillin were sent with 
the vaccine to their private physi­ 


cians. 
This brings the total number of 
injections of federal-purchase polio 
vaccine in Marin to 102. 
The health officer said she felt 
that the holidays plus the bad 
weather had much to do with the 
small number of requests for vac­ 
cination during the first few weeks 
of the new program. 
Marin’s share of the federally 
appropriated vaccine is 13.650 cubic 
centimeters, enough to give two 
injections to 6,825 persons. Since 
there are almost 30,000 Marin 
residents in the current priority 
group (children through. 1.4 years 
and pregnant women) , it is obvious 
that not every eligible person can 
get vaccine under this program. 
Therefore Dr. Albrecht emphasiz­ 
ed again that those who can should I fael... 


plan to be vaccinated by their pri­ 
vate physicians. 
Children sensitive to penicillin 
who go to' the health department 
for vaccination yill be given the 
vaccine and sent to their own doc­ 
tors. Then the physicians will be 
asked to send vaccination records 
to' the health department. 
Parents of children who have 
had one or more inoculations with 
Salk vaccine anywhere at any 
time and. who wish, their children 
to have additional injections un­ 
der the federal program are re­ 
quested to present written evidence 
of the date and place of previous 
Inoculations. 
Polio vaccination clinics are held 
each Thursday from 2 to 4 p.m. 
at the health department build­

Tenants Unit 
Tamalpais Union High School 
District Board of Trustees has 
tentatively set Jan. 23 as date for 
an informal meeting with the Ma­ 
rin City Tenants Council. 
The board decided Monday night 
that an informal meeting with 
council representatives on a future 
high school at Marin City should 
be held, whether or not the Stan­ 
ford report and cost estimates on 
the 'land are available.

Latest w'ord on the Stanford 
University study on future needs 
of the school district Is that the 
report will be in final form for 
the board's Feb. 6 meeting, ac­ 
cording to Supt. Chester G. Car­ 
lisle. 
A formal meeting of the board 
and the Marin City group will be' 
scheduled after the board has had 
time to digest contents of the re­ 
port, members agreed. 
In the same vein, the board 
heard a request from Mrs. Mary 
Summers, county planning direc­ 
tor, asking the board to notify the 
planning commission as to whether 
it would take the land mapped as 
a high school site in the master 
plan, for Marin City redevelop­ 
ment. 
The master plan, revealed late 
in November, drew a storm of pro­ 
test and alarm from those who 
want to see the Marin City area 
redeveloped for low cost housing. 
The 38.7 acres tentatively map­ 
ped as a high school site, together 
with additional ground for ele­ 
mentary school expansion, would 
leave little level, land for low cost 
homes.

Ross Vaiîey Sewer Unit Called To Flood Parley 


Flooding 
of Ross 
Valley has 
ceased to be solely a flood control 
problem. Now 
it’s 
a sanitation 
problem. 


That was the general conclu­ 
sion of M arin County Flood Con­ 
trol and W ater Conservation Dis­ 
trict Advisory Commissioners Mon­ 
day night 


They heard reports of sewage 


shooting 18 inches in the air above 
flooded manholes along Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake boulevard and the M ir­ 


acle Mile during the past three 
weeks. They heard of the existing 
problem 
of 
the 
Corte 
Madera 
Creek emptying into the sewers 
and the sewers emptying into the 
creek. 
Fred Rees of Ross and Henry 
Muller of Kentfield, long propon­ 
ents of a unified flood control plan 
for Ross Valley, termed the exist­ 
ing Ross Valley Sanitary District 
as the "only hope’’ to curb the 
valley’s drainage problems. 
The sanitary district was viewed 


as the "only hope" because the 
district already includes the major 
portion of Ross Valley. This would 
shortcut the cumbersome process 
of getting the town councils of 
i Rosa, San Anselmo and Fairfax 
and the county (governing body 
of Kentfield) together to agree to 
form a flood control zone under 


the machinery, prescribed by the 


Marin County Flood Control and 
W ater Conservation District act. 


Working through the sanitary 


district would also eliminate the 
necessity of pro-rating the cost of 
any proposed flood control project 
by area as required under the 
county’s existing flood coptrol ma­ 
chinery. (Sanitary district taxes (a 
maximum of 60 cents per $100 as­ 


sessed valuation) ars levied uni­ 


formly ofi properties within the 


district.) 


"You'll never get those cities 
together on how much they should 
pay for proposed flood control 


projects.” 
commented 
Commis­ 
sioner Hugh Rodman of M ill Val- 
leey. His remarks followed the 
comments of Carlton Cherry of 
Larkspur, 
commission 
secretary, 
who gave a detailed account of 
the many times since Dec. 13, 1954 
that the inclusion of Ross Valley 


into a flood control zone had been 
i discussed by 
the 
commissioners 
and recommended to the super­ 


visors. To date, Cherry said, “No 


progress has been made.” 


"W h at about John Q. Public?” 
asked 
Commission 
C h a i r m a n 
Charles Austin of Fairfax. "Isn ’t 
the public interested in a flood 
control program?” 


"A s soon as their feet are dry, 
they’ll forget all about it,” an­ 
swered Rodman. . 


Discussion showed that Ross was 


the only town to request inclusion 
in the proposed zone. San Ansel­ 
mo referred the matter to the city 
attorney to determine the powers 


of the district established in 1953. 


Commissioner Bertram Hirsch of 
M ill Valley asked how many citi­ 
zens committees for flood control 
have been formed in Ross Valley. 
The answer: apparently none. 


Muller said the unfortunate part 


of the advisory flood control com­ 
mission is that it’s "not very au­ 
tonomous. It ’s hard to get the re­ 
sponsible governing bodies in the 
communities to sit down, under­ 
stand the problems and act.” 


After the prolonged discussion, 
the commissioners agreed to in­ 
vite the five sanitary directors to 
attend the advisory group’s Feb. 13 
meeting to discuss Ross Valley’s 
drainage problems as related to 
sewage problems. 


The commissioners also request­ 


ed the sanitary board directors to 


bring a copy of their $6,500 flood 


control engineering survey, con­ 
ducted for the board and paid for 
out of the district’s taxes. 


Planners Want 


Marin To Set 


Marsh Policy 


“ W hat should M arin County do 
with its marshlands?” 
M arin County planning commis­ 
sioners, confronted with this ques­ 
tion Monday, 
frankly 
admitted 
they didn’t know the answer. 
But they agreed with Planning 
Director 
Mary 
Summers 
that 
"M arin should determine a policy” 
on any future use or development 
of marsh area. 
The question arose in a letter 
from architect Rolland Hammond 
who said he has been doing pre­ 
lim inary planning for possible de­ 
velopment of 2,200 acres of the 
M arin Meadows Ranch to 
the 
north and east of Hamilton Air 
Force Base. 
PO LIC Y ASKED 
Because of flood and tide prob­ 
lems on the low-lying land, part 
of which is covered by water at 
high tide, he wanted M arin to 
formulate a policy regarding what 
use and development of marsh­ 
lands w ill be allowed, Hammond’s 
letter said. 
"The 
problem 
is 
this,” 
Mrs. 
Summers stated. "Can California 
go on accepting the development 
of marshland which is flooded at 
high tide?” 
She said dikes were built in 
San Mateo County, homes built 
in the area«, and water from 
heavy rains pumped out. "Bu t 
sometimes the pumps fail.” 
She said she thought Hammond 
was thinking far into the future 
with his request, with the possible 
consideration of an alternate route 
of Highway 101 along the bay 
shore. 
Hammond requested the com­ 
mission to arrange an unofficial 
public hearing to discuss marsh­ 
land policy 


VO TE TA KEN 
" I think we should," comment­ 
ed planner George Scott. 
"So do I,” said planner Lloyd 
Rasmussen, 
adding 
“particularly 
when flood conditions are fresh in 
our minds. It should be a Joint 
effort by all administrative bodies 
in the county including the board 
of supervisors, the flood control 
committee and the Novato flood 
control committee.”

Commissioner Dr. W illiam Up­ 
ton suggested the first move might 
be to obtain engineering data. 
Scott moved that the matter be 
referred to the board of super­ 
visors with a request for instruc­ 
tions on what procedures the plan­ 
ning commission should take in 
determining a policy on marsh­ 
land 
use.

Fuel Oil Insufficient 


State Files Suit 
For More Land 


The state Division of Highways’ 
almost continuous effort to secure 
M arin County lands for future 
road projects was continued last 
week as the state filed two con­ 
demnation suits against owners of 
about 20 acres along Highway 101. 
Property sought includes 
1.04 
acres at the southwest corner of 
the state highway and Atherton 
avenue in Novato and 19 286 acres 
at the southwest corner of 101 and 
State Route 8 at Ignacio. Owner 
of the Novato property is Wyman 
McClure, while Alfreda C. Rowe 
and Birgit Anderson own the Ig ­ 
nacio land. Both areas are unde­ 
veloped. 
No specific project is involved in 
either suit, the Division of High­ 
ways said. Purchase is being made 
now as a contingency, since those 
lands, developed, would probably 
cost five times as much. 


I-J Box Bombed 


M arin sheriff’s deputies are still 
trying to learn who placed a fire­ 
cracker or small bomb in an In- 
dependent-Journal newspaper box, 
blowing the box and the Dec. 29 
issue of the I- J to pieces more 
than a week ago at the home of 
Mrs. David Probert, Bolinas. 


M arin County Housing Author­ 
ity shivered in a blast of com- 
plairits about insufficient fuel oil 
and too many holes in the roof 
Monday afternoon. 
Commissions 
Joined the gathering of unhappy 
tenants in deploring the situation 
and launched a three-prong pro­ 
gram to remedy the situation. 


“ It Just boils down to one thing: 
W ere cold,” said 
Mrs. W illiam 
Stone of House 490, president of 
the M arin City Women’s Club, 
who appeared as spokesman for 
several friends and neighbors. 
She said the allotted fuel—in 
her case, 30 gallons for a three- 
bedreoom house—does not last a 
week. She said the 30 gallons, de­ 
livered 
Wednesday, 
invariably 
burn out Monday morning. 
The five gallons she buys and 
adds to the tank Monday morning 
last until the next delivery. 


Commissioners 
joined 
her 
in 
puzzling how 30 gallons last only 
five days while five gallons last 
two days. 
Harnam Dillon, president of the 
M arin 
City 
Tenants 
Council, 
voiced the same complaint, saying 
Brice Risley and Maxine Mallouf, 
council members, have the same 
trouble. 
Bert Klahn, executive secretary 
of the housing authority, said a 
study showed the problem seemed 
to have no relation to location 
of housing units. 
“ We have Just as many com­ 
plaints from the flat part as from 
the top of the h ill,” he said. 
Ernest D. Spigner, contractor, 
said he thought heaters were to 
blame, pointing out that “ some 
cars use more gas.” 
The commissioners agreed on 
this program: 
1. Check more closely pn the 
amounts of oil delivered to each 
house. Although a check with test­ 
ed gauges is kept on the full loads, 
“carelessness” in deliveries to each 
tank might give one fam ily more 
oil, another less. 
2. Check stoves to see if a more | 
thorough cleaning is needed than 
that given now by housing m ain­ 
tenance crews, who use a vacuum 
cleaner device to clean soot from 
chimneys. 
3. Check amounts of oil pur­ 
chased at the local service station 
and check for possible need for 
increasing winter quotas, particu­ 
larly for those homes subject to 
strong winds. 
The commissioners also heard a 
request from one tenant who asked 
permission to move since her roof, 
repaired 
after 
the 
storm, 
still 
leaked. A carpenter told the fam ­ 


ily that he could not find the leak 
Rather than move the fam ily, 
the board urged that Klahn get 
the carpenter to make another 
check, on the possibility that water 
might be retained in the attic.

The commission also approved 
an additional 39 square feet of sign 
area for the station provided a 
sign on the office is removed.

1 later date, one at the request of 


the applicant and the other at 
the request of the commission. 


The commission requested de­ 
veloper Rudy Lang to provide more 
details on his proposed shopping 
center in the south Novato area 
before they took action on his ap­ 
plication. Lang agreed. 


Attorney A1 Bagshaw, represent­ 


ing developer Louis Nave, request­ 
ed a delay on Nave’s application 
for rezoning and a use permit to 
establish a service station at a 
shopping center on South Novato 
boulevard at Center road.

Flooding of Ross Valley has 
reased to be solely a flood control 
problem. Now it's a sanitation 
problem. 
That was the general conclu­ 
sion of Marin County Flood Con­ 
trol and Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict Advisory Commissioners Mon­ 
day night. 
They heard reports of sewage 
shooting 18 inches in the air above 
flooded, maullóles along Sir Fran­ 
cis Drake boulevard and the Mir- 


I acle Mile during the past three i 
weeks, They heard of the existing 
problem of the Corte M adera, 


j Creek emptying into the sewers | 
j and the sewers emptying Into the 
1 creek. 
Fred Rees of Ross and Henry 
Muller of Kentfield, long propon- I 
ents of a unified flood control plan 
I for .Ross Valley, termed" the exist­ 
ing Ross Valley Sanitary District 
as the "only hope” to curb the 
I valley’s drainage problems. 
The sanitary district was viewed 


as the "only hope” because the 
district already includes the major 
portion of Ross Valley. This would 
shortcut the cumbersome process 
of getting the town, councils of 
Ross, San Anselmo and Fairfax 
and the county «governing body 
of Kentfield) together to agree to 
form a flood control zone under 
the machinery... prescribed by the 
Marin County Flood Control and 
Water Conservation District act. 
Working through the sanitary 


district would also eliminate the 
necessity of pro-rating the cost of 
any proposed flood control project 
by area as required under the 
county’s existing flood control ma­ 
chinery. (Sanitary district taxes (a 
maximum of «0 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation) are levied uni­ 
formly oh properties within the 
district.) 
"You'll never get those cities 
together on how much they should 
pay for proposed flood control 


projects,” commented Commis­ 
sioner Hugh Rodman of Mill. Val- 
leey. His remarks followed the 
comments of Carlton Cherry of 
Larkspur, commission secretary,. 
1 who gave a detailed account of 
the many times since Dec. 11, 1954 
that the inclusion of Rose Valley 
I into a flood control zone had been 
discussed by the commissioners 
and recommended to the super- 
t visors. To date. Cherry said, “No 
| progress has been made.” 


“W hat about John Q. Public?" 
asked. Commission C h a i r m a n 
Charles Austin of Fairfax. “Isn’t 
the public interested in a flood 
control program?” 
"As soon as their feet are dry, 
they’ll forget all about It," an­ 
swered Rodman. , 
Discussion .showed that Roes was 
the only town to request inclusion 
in the proposed zone. San Ansel­ 
mo referred the matter to the city 
attorney to determine the powers 


of the district established in 1953. 
Commissioner Bertram H indi of 
Mill Valley asked how many citi­ 
zens committees for flood control 
have been formed in Rose Valley. 
The answer; apparently none. 
Muller said the unfortunate part 
of the advisory flood control com­ 
mission Is that It’s “not very au­ 
tonomous. It’s hard to get the re­ 
sponsible governing bodies in the 
communltiea to sit down, under­ 
stand the problems and act.” 


After the prolonged discussion, 
the commissioners agreed to in­ 
vite the five sanitary directors to 
attend the advisory group’s Feb. 13 
meeting to discuss. Ross Valley’s, 
drainage problems as related to 
sewage problems. 
The commissioners also request­ 
ed the sanitary board directors to 
bring a copy of their $54)00 flood 
control engineering survey, con­ 
ducted for the board and paid for 
out of the district's taxes. 


Planners Want 


Marin To Set 


Marsh Policy 
"What should Marin County do 
with its marshlands?” 
Marin County planning commis­ 
sioners. confronted with this ques­ 
tion Monday, frankly admitted 
they didn’t know the answer. 
But they agreed with Planning 
Director Mary Summers that 
“Marin should determine a policy” 
on any future use or development 
of marsh area. 
The question arose in a letter 
from architect Holland Hammond 
who said he has been doing pre­ 
liminary planning for possible de­ 
velopment of 2.200' acres of the 
Marin Meadows Ranch to the 
north and east of Hamilton. Air 
Force Base. 
POLICY ASKED 
'Because' of flood and tide prob­ 
lems on the low-lying land, part 
of which Is. 'covered, by water at 
high tide, he wanted Marin to 
formulate a policy regarding what 
use and development of marsh­ 
lands will be allowed, Hammond’s 
letter Mid. 
“The problem Is this,” Mrs. 
Summers stated. "Can California 
go on accepting the development 
of marshland which Is flooded at 
high tide?” 
She said dikes were built in 
San Mateo County, homes built 
to the areas, and. water from, 
heavy rains pumped ou*. “But 
sometimes the pumps fail." 
She said she thought Hammond 
was thinking far into the future 
with hie request, with the possible 
consideration of an alternate route 
of Highway 101 along the bay 
shore. 
Hammond requested tha com­ 
mission to arrange an unofficial 
public hearing to discuss marsh­ 
land policy 
VOTE TAKEN 
“I think we should,” comment­ 
ed planner George Scott. 
“So do I," said planner Lloyd 
Rasmussen, adding “particularly 
when flood conditions are fresh in 
our minds. It should be a Joint 
effort by all administrative bodies 
to the county including the board 
of supervisors, the flood conlrol. 
committee and the Novato flood 
control committee.” . 
Commissioner Dr., William Up­ 
ton suggested the first move might 
be to obtain engineering data. 
Scott moved that the matter be 
referred to the board of super­ 
visors with, a request for instruc­ 
tions on what procedures the plan­ 
ning commission should take in. 
determining a policy on marsh­ 
land use. The other members 
agreed, unanimously. 


State Files Suit 
For More Land 
The state Division of Highways' 
almost 'Continuous effort to' secure 
Marin County lands for future 
road projects was continued last 
week as the state filed two con­ 
demnation suits against owners of 
about 20 acres along Highway 101. 
Property sought includes 1.04 
acres at the southwest corner of 
the state highway and Atherton 
avenue in Novato and 19 286 acres 
at the .southwest corner of 1.01 and. 
State Route 8 at Ignacio. Owner 
of the Novato property is Wyman 
McClure, while Alfreda C Rowe 
and Birgit Anderson own the Ig­ 
nacio land...

Marin County Housing Author­ 
ity shivered in a blast of com- 
plairtto about Insufficient fuel oil 
and too many holes in the roof 
Monday afternoon. Commissions 
joined the gathering of unhappy 
tenants in deploring the situation 
and launched a three-prong pro­ 
gram to remedy the situation. 
“It Just boils down to one thing: 
We’re cold,” said Mrs, William 
Stone of House 490, president of 
the Marto City Women’s Club, 
who appeared as spokesman for 
several friends and neighbors. 
She .said the allotted fuel—in 
her case, 30 gallons for a three- 
bedreoom house—does not last a 
week. She said, the 30 gallons, de­ 
livered 
Wednesday, 
invariably 
burn out Monday morning. 
The five gallons she buys and 
adds to the tank Monday morning 
last until the next delivery. 
Commissioners joined her in 
puzzling how 30 gallons last only 
five days while five gallons last 
two days... 
Harnam Dillon, president of the 
Marin 
City Tenants 
Council, 
voiced the same complaint, .saying 
Brice Risley and Maxine Mallouf, 
council members, have the .same 
trouble. 
Bert Klahn, executive secretary 
of the housing authority, .said a 
study showed the problem seemed 
to have no relation to location 
Of housing units. 
“We have Just as many com­ 
plaints. from the flat part as from 
the top of the hill,” he said. 
Ernest D. Spigner, contractor, 
said he thought heaters were to 
blame, pointing out that “some 
cars, tun more gas.”

3. Check amounts of oil pur­ 
chased at the local service station 
and check for possible need for 
I increasing winter quotas, partlcu- 
¡ larly for those homes subject to 
I strong winds. 
The commissioners also heard a 
request from one tenant 'who asked 
permission to move since her roof, 
I repaired after the storm,,, still 
leaked. A carpenter told the fam­ 


ily that he could not find the leak. 
Rather than move the family, 
the board urged that Klahn get 
the carpenter to' make another
